During the course of an investigation, Det. A. West observed Shawn Gray operating a white GMC 
box truck (bearing Ohio Registration PKA6930), in bound on Fremont Avenue from the area of 
State Route 2. Det. A. West advised Gray made eye contact with him and appeared very 
interested in what Det. A. West was doing. 

Det. A. West contacted reporting officer and advised me of his observations. Due to an on 
going narcotics investigation, reporting officer and Lt. Dahlgren started to the west side of town 
in an attempt to locate the listed box truck. Reporting officer and Lt. Dahlgren located the truck 
in the area of West Monroe Street and Camp Street. Gray made eye contact with this officer and 
watched this officer as we drove past his truck. Reporting officer and Lt. Dahlgren turned over 
and were traveling behind Gray while he was traveling east bound on First Street. 

Gray continued traveling east bound on First Street and when he was near the 1500 block he 
was traveling behind a tractor that was also traveling east bound on First Street. Gray was 
traveling directly behind the tractor and was less that one (1) half (1/2) a car length behind the 
tractor. Gray continued traveling at this distance behind the tractor until both the tractor and 
Gray turned southbound on East Farwell Street. The tractor turned off and Gray continued 
traveling southbound on East Farwell Street. Gray came to the intersection of East Farwell Street 
and Third Street but did not come to a stop until he was past the stop sign. When Gray finally 
came to a stop, almost the entire cab part of the box truck was past the stop sign and in the 
intersection of Third Street and East Farwell Street. It should be noted when I advised Gray of 
the traffic violations, I inadvertently told him that the stop sign violation was at East Farwell 
Street and Fourth Street. 

Due to an on going narcotics investigation, I made contact with Agent Barron with Customs and 
Border Protection (CBP) and he was already en route with his K9. 

A traffic stop was initiated, with contact being made with Gray and the passenger Shad Mills. 
Gray was then advised of the reason for the stop. Gray was immediately upset and stated that I 
was harassing him for no reason. Gray then made the comment that he did not sell drugs. It 
should be noted once the traffic stop was initiated. Gray attempted to exit the truck. Gray was 
advised to stay inside the truck. When I made contact with Gray, he was noticeably shaking and 
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he was breathing at a rapid rate. The more I spoke with Gray, his lips were quivering and his 
voice was cracking. Gray advised that he went past the stop sign because he could not see. It 
should be noted there were no obstructions that officers observed that would have blocked 
Gray's view at the intersection. During me conversation with Gray, he continued showing sings 
of excessive nervousness. Gray also was very upset and stated multiple times that he was calling 
his lawyer. Gray stated that he did not care what I heard "out here" that he busts his "ass" 
working. Gray then made a comment about his past. 

Agent Barron arrived on scene and he advised he wanted Gray and Mills to be outside of the 
vehicle while he conducted the free air sniff. 

Gray and Mills were asked to exit the vehicle with them complying. Gray again began stating 
that he was going to call his lawyer. Gray stated that reporting officer could search his person 
but not his truck. I then confirmed with Gray that he was giving me consent to search his 
person. Gray then stated that I could not search his person and that he was calling his lawyer. It 
should be noted. Gray said that he did not care what anyone in his family does. 

Agent Barron conducted a free air sniff of the listed vehicle with his K9. Agent Barron advised 
that his K9 gave a positive alert to the odor of narcotics. 

Gray was advised of this and a probable cause search of the listed vehicle was conducted. 

During the probable cause search of the vehicle, no illegal contraband was located. 

Gray was issued a written warning and released from the scene.
